architectural and engineering design services and construction services as a part of a 4 

single contract.

 (d) “Facilities construction contract” means a contract that provides services 6 

for the construction of: 7 

 

  (1) a water or wastewater treatment plant; 8 

 

  (2) a water or wastewater pumping station and related force mains in 9 

the pumping station site limits; 10 

 

  (3) a water storage facility; 11 

 

  (4) a wastewater storage facility; [or] 12 

 

  (5) a building for Commission purposes; OR 13 

 

  (6) A PIPELINE. 14

 (e) The Commission[: 16 

 

  (1)] may only enter into a design/build contract for a facilities 17 

construction contract with costs exceeding $2,000,000[; and 18 

 

  (2) may not enter into a design/build contract for a pipeline]. 19
